"betraying us,”according to a 
published report in the 
Peimeil News，a Chinese- 
language daily in New York 
City. 

”While freely admitting his 
role in the asSassination， 
Which he had considered "an 
action on behalf of our coun- 


try, ”he now "deeply regrets” 


having done it and he told 
the Peimei reporter that he 
Wishes to have an opportu- 


nity to “personally apologize" 
to Liu'Ss widow，Helen Liu.

KMT CONNECTION 


The most startlin8g revela- 
tion came when Tung 
described the relations 
between the United Bamboo 
and the KMT party. 

"For Several years I knew 
the 8overnment repeatedly 
contacted- the United -Bamboo 
in the hope that the gang 
would help expand ts influ- 


ence.， Among those _ sent were 
important officials of the 
Central Committee of the 


KMTI and a lieutenant gen- 
eral of the military。 They 
cven offered New Taiwan 
$400 million (US31 - NT$38) 
to _ Support the_ expansion,”he 
recalled. 


According to him， the 
Taiwan government wanted 
"Special assistance in the 
protection of Taipei， the 


political and economic center， 
from the followers of the 
non-KMT and Taiwan inde- 
pendent forces," 


YOUTH PARTY 


"Beside the high-lievel 
officials _ from the KMT and 
government， we were also 
approached by the Youth 
Party. Actually、Chen Chi-li 
was the chairman of the 
younger faction of the Youth 
Party. 工 _ personally saw the 
certificate appointing Chen 
Chi-li to _ the post on _ the wall 
in his office,， Soon after he 
was appointed chairman，he

Tung was the only Liu 


murder Suspect who managed 
to evade the Taiwan dragnet. 
On the eve of his flight 
from Taiwan to the Philip- 
pines on Dec. 23，1984，he 
hastily wrote 3 
which was Subsequently pub- 
lished in several newspapers 
in Taiwan and US， (E/W 
4/10/85)

However，Youde's percep- 
tion of the_ future of Hong 
攻 ong is not universalliy 
shared. Jardine Matheson， 


the giant trading firm that 
virtually founded Hong Kong 
in 1842，recently reincorpor- 
ated as a3 Bermuda company. 
"There are undoubtedly 
people who “are making 
arrangcments to leave,”Youde 
said. "But that has always 
been the case，and the num- 
ber is not that much greater 
than it always has been." 
Nonetheless， Hong Kong 


shipping magnate Sir Yue- 
kong Pao purchased 15 per- 
cent of Britain's Standard 


Chartered PLC last week to 
help thwart a hostile takeover 
bid by Lloyds Bank PLC. 

Sir Yue-kong said he made 
the purchase aS a long-term 
investment and that he 
financed the purchase，esti- 
mated by securitites analysts 
at more than 9$1753 million， 
out of his own pocket.， His 
purchase，along with those by 
other lnvestors，blocked a bid 
equivalent to $1.88 billion by 
Lioyds. 

Trade between Hon8g Kong 
and the United States totaled 
$12.$ billion 1last year.

City of Hope'sThomasLee Invited to 
Join Kidney Specialists on China Trip 


SAN FRANCISCO - "TI was 
Surprised when I got the 
letter, "Said Dr，Thomas Lee， 
a basic scientist at the_ City 
of Hope National Medical 
Center in Duarte，California. 
The letter，whlich arrived in 
late May，was an invitation 
for Lee to join a delegation 
of nephrologists - kidney 
specialists - on an educational 
tour of China. 

A member of the American 
Society of Nephrolo8ists， 
Lee Said he didn?"t expect the 
honor "because Tm not 3a cli- 
nician." Fewer than 300 
of _ the society's 2,$00 mem- 
bers were invited. 

Most of the invitees have 
an MD degree from an Amer- 
ican medical School Lee has 
an academic MD from the 
University of Utrecht，Hol- 
land，and a PhD in phy- 
siology from the University 
of California at SFE. 


RECOCGCNIZED 


Nevertheless，Lee is recog- 
nized as one of the nation's 
leading experts in kidney 
ailments related to hyperten- 
sion. And though he was 
chosen Solely on his profes- 
Sional stature，he believes 
that his knowledge of Man- 
darin will enable him to act 
as an linterpreter also. 

If Lee can raise the neces- 
Sary funds for the trip，1it 
will be _ his first return to 
China since he immigrated to

Firsty you must realize that it is almost impossible to see every- 
thing. That would require at least a week, depending on how long 
youUr feet, back and pocketbook could hold out. We spent two half 
days and one full day and with a little planning，we were able to 
coOVer a lot of territory. 

Pick up a dally schedule when you enter and pick out those 
Special events yoOu want to see:Then plan your itinerary so that you 
are near the exhibilt or show at a certain time .The fair is Spread out 
OVer a large area. The Canadian Exhibit is located several miles 
aWay With a Shulttle service provided.
